Government moves to limit 
effects of bank strike

NEW COUNTER-MEASURES are 
being taken by the Government to 
offset any damage which might 
threaten the economy at large, as a 
result of the Discount Bank strike, 
which today enters its fourth day. 
The Accountant-General will be 
more prompt in making payments 
(to contractors and others), disre- 
garding his previous fear of increas- 

ing the money in circulation. 


Government institutions will ac- 
cept cheques drawn on the striking 
bank for all purposes — whether it 
is a tax payment or the settlement 
of a commercial obligation. The 
Public utilities (water, electricity 
and municipal services) will do the 
same. 

In order to encourage the eral 
public to accept cheques, the Bank 
of Israel is considering the issue of 
Emergency Regulations to penalize 
more severely the signing of cheques 
without cover. This rule would apply 
only for the duration of the crisis. 


All banks agreed to cash Discount 


-Bank cheques presented them, up to 


the sum of 111,000, but in almost 
all cases the bank clerks are refus- 
ing to handle them, out of solidarity 
with the strikers. The Histadrut- 
owned Bank Ha'poalim is the 
only one whose staff are ac- 
cepting management instructions. 
But, as Discount Bank would not 
agree to honour ail such cheques 
“blind,” Bank Hapoalim decided to 
defray them selectively, with each 
bank manager using his discretion. 


Government officials are steeling 


themselves for a possible extension, 


of the walkout on Sunday, since the 
compulsory pre-strike waiting-period 
for Bank Leumi expires on Friday. 
Barclays Discount Bank (half own- 
ed by the Discount Bank) is not 
yet on strike. 

The Likud executive decided yes- 
terday to call for an extraordinary 
session of the Kneaset if the Dis- 
count Bank strike does not end by 
today. 

The authorities pronounced them- 
selves as ready to sit the dispute 
out, because it is a test case. De- 
feat would cause a collapse of the 
Government's economic policy. Fin- 
ance Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz

If the conflict lasts, it is expected 
that private deals will be made in- 
creasingly in cash. Many wage- 
earners will receive banknotes on 
payday. The central bank is help- 
ing wherever it can. It will supply 
foreign exchange to travel agents 
a other authorized dealers direct- 
ly. 

Other ideas aired include cancell- 
ing the stamp tax on promissory 
notes so as to increase their use, and 
publishing compulsory work orders 
for bank clerks concerned with fin- 
ancing exports.

WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger revealed be- 
fore ἃ closed-door meeting yester- 
day morning that the Umm Khasheba 
early-warning radar station near 
the Gidi pass would remain under 
“Israel management” following an- 
ether Interim agreement in Sinai, 
according to sources present at the 

meeting. 

Kissinger, who was due to leave 
for Israel late last night (5 o’clock 
this morning Israel time) to resume 
sbuttle diplomacy, toid the group 
that American civilian technicians 
— ranging in number from 100 to 
200 —- would probably also be 
present at the Umm Khasheba sta. 
tion. The U.S. technicians would 
supervise several other new mini- 
stations in the area of the Passes 
and would provide early warning 
information to Egypt, Israel and the 
UN, Kissinger is reported by the 
sources to have said. 

Israel personnel would not be 
permitted to be stationed at these 
mini-stations, which will number 
about six and which will have to 
be constructed over the next few 
months. 

Diplomatic sources here confirmed 
yesterday that Israel soldiers would 
control the Umm Khasheba station, 
and that Egyptian approval for this 
proposal had been made only within 
the past 48 hours. Egypt had pre- 
viously insisted that Israel vacate 
the station in favour of a purely 
American contingent. 

The Secretary. who is expected to 
conduct shuttle diplomacy for about 
10 days, made it clear to the closed- 
door group yesterday that Israel was 
requesting that the U.S. man the 
mini-stations. 


The sources said that as long as 
Israel soldiers remained in control 
of Umm Khasheba — as Egypt was 
now ready to accept — the security 
of Israel would not be unduly en- 
dangered, even if the Israel pull.

Kadmoni returns

YOM KIPPUR WAR HERO Assa 
Kadmoni has returned his Medal of 
Valour to the Government in protest 
against its policy on the interin 
agreement with Egypt. In jetters to 
the President, the Prime Minister 
ami the Defence Minister, Kadmcni 
says that the agreement constitutes 
an Israel] retreat without any Egyp- 
tian political concessions; “it perpct- 
uates the war and makes peace 
more remote.” 

Official spokesmen said last night 
that Kadmoni's letter had not yet 
been received. 

Kadmoni, who participated in the 
demonstrations in Jerusalem yester- 
day (see above}, ls also reported to 
have resigned his commission as a 
major in the regular army. He was 
one of the eight men to receive the 
Medal of Valour, the highest award 
for bravery, in the Yom Kippur War. 
He won it for a Ione stand lasting 
several hours against some 300 
Egyptian soldiers near Ismalia. 

Kadmoni was one of the leaders 
of the ex-soldiers’ protest movements 
after the war. He rejoined the army 
earlier this year after widespread 
publicity was given to reports that 
his attempts to get back into uni- 
form had been rejected. 

In_his letters, Kadmoni accuses 
the Government of surrendering to 
external diktats and says that “we 
did not fight in order to receive 
more medals in future wars, but to 
bring peace closer." He says the 
Government is “surrendering and 
forcing the nation to surrender to 
Pressure of the U.S. Secretary of 
State. who has buried Formosa. 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and ig 
now beginning to carry out Sadat’s 
policy towards [srael.” 


Yesterday morning, Kissinger met 
for more than one hour with Am- 
bassador Simcha Dinitz to review 
final detalls.of the shuttle. Dinit= 
later met separately with under- 
Secretary of State Joseph Sisco, 
who is also accompanying Kissinger 
on the shuttle. 

Dinitz told reporters after the 
meetings that there are no “last 
minute snags" although he acknow- 
ledged that some issues.still remain 
to be resolved. 

As the agreement now shapes up, 
there will be separate sections: 

@ The public agreement signed 
directly by Egypt and Israel. 
This document will include a state- 
ment pledging that beth parties 
promise not to resort to the use 
of force and to solve problems 
through peaceful means. 
@ The private exchange of letters 
between Israel and Egypt 
through the U.S. These letters, 
which will remain secret — although 
the Administration will be able to 
inform Congress of their contents ~— 
will include ali of the private 
undertakings which Egypt will 
make, including two automatic rene- 
wals of the Unef mandate, a lessen- 
ing of propaganda, a reduction of 
the economic boycott against Is- 
rael, ete. 
@ The U.S.-Israel bilateral agree-

accord. This package of U.S. - 
Ucal commitments to Israel incinnes 
assurances of economic and mili 
ald, as well as promises that Israel 
will be permitted to purchase 
sophisticated military items, includ- 
ing the F-15, the Lance surface-to- 
surface missiles and advanced laser- 
guided Smart bombs. Since the 
breakdown of the last round of 
shuttle diplomacy in March, the 
Administration has suspended arms 
negotlations with Israel. 

Although everyone here is taking 
it for granted that an accord will be 
achieved this time, there is still an 
expectant air of tension stemming 
from the fact that prior to the last 
shuttle everyone believed an agree- 
ment would also be won. 

Kissinger told Jewish leaders on 
Monday that it was important for 
Israel and the American Jewish 
community to project a positive 
image after the pact is signed, and 
not to say or to show that the agree- 
ment was reached “grudgingly.” 

The U.S. will also promise to co- 
ordinate future policies with Israel 
as fully as possible, whether at 
Geneva or in additional negotiations 
with Syria or Jordan.

AN ATMOSPHERE of quiet con- 
fidence pervaded official Jerusalem 
yesterday as ministers and top offi- 
cials made final preparations for the 
Kissinger shuttle, due to begin this 
evening.

One soldier and 
3 terrorists die

ANITA. — Air Force planes 
yesterday attacked a terrorist 
base of George Habash’s terrorist 
organization, Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine, in the 
Lebanese village of shortly 
after an UDF patrol killed three 
terrorists of that group outside 
the security fence of kibbutz Ha- 

nita in Western Galilee. 

One soldier was killed in the clash 
with the marauders. The planes 
which attacked the terrorist base in 
Ham, near Baalbek, at the Leba- 
nese-Syrian border. 35, km. north 
of Damascus, all returned to base 
safely, 

An IDF spokesman stated expli- 
eltly the Air Force action followed 
the wiping out of Habash’s unit near 
Hanita. 

Reports from Beirut say three 
waves of Israe) jets raided a terror- 
ist training camp for 10 minutes, 
causing heavy casualties. Observers 
there said the planes must have 
crossed Syrian territory if they did 
not bank steeply. 

The clash with the three terror- 
ists occurred at 11:30 am. The 
intruders, pursued by army patrols 
after discovery of signs of penetra- 
ton of the border fence, threw a 
grenade at the patrol from their 
hiding behind a pile of rocks. The 
soldiers stormed the rock pile, 
killing two of the terrorists there, 
and chased the third into the brush, 
where they shot him a few minutes 
later. Members of kibbutz Hanita 
witnessed the fight from behind the 
security fence. 

The equipment found beside the 
terrorists included Kalachnikov rifles 
and much ammunition; a grenade 
launcher of Polish manufacture fit- 
ted to one of the rifles; grenades 
and canteens. They had no ex- 
plosives. The three were also carry- 
ing PFLP leaflets explaining the 
alms of the intended attack, and 
demanding the release of Arab ter- 
rorists imprisoned in Israel. The 
IDF spokesman declined to disclose 
details of the leaflets’ contents. 

The three terrorists — all long~- 
haired and young — also had large 
quantities of U.S.-made Rothmans 
cigarettes, chewing gum and ἃ 
pocket-sized Koran. They were 
dressed in U.S. olive drab uniforms 
and commando boots. Their under- 
shirts were imprinted with “Pales- 
tine Sports Organization” and “Ha- 
ziran” (a reference to the Six Day 
War). 

Before the clash. roadblocks were 
strung along roads near the border, 
and some residents along the border 
were warned to stay away from 
their fields. After the clash, how- 
ever, life returned to normal. 

Army and Border Police officials 
in the area said the killing of the 
terrorists so close to the border 
showed the efficacy of security mea- 
sures which had been intensified in 
recent days. The incident yesterday 
was the fourth since Saturday night 
— in the other three, terrorists fired 
on army patrols, but there were no 
casualties. 


Threat from Arafat 


PARIS ΤΑ). — PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat threatened yesterday to 
“shake up the Middle East” if the 
expected Israel-Egyptian interim 
agreement does not respect the de- 
cisions taken at the Arab summit in 
Rabat. 

In an interview with the French 
paper “Le Monde" Arafat said that 
the Rabat resolutions called for Is- 
reel withdrawals along the Jordan 
and Syrian borders as well as in the 
Sinai. The PLO leader said that he 
does not know as yet the contents 
of the disengagement agreement, but 
“should it fail to respect’ the Ra- 
bat resolutions “important events 
and upheavals will take place both 
on the official and on the popular 
levels.”

Library for Jerusalem battle site 


By ABRAHAM RABINOVICH

The newest Mbrary in Jerusalem 
was dedicated yesterday on the Six 
War battlefield of Ammunition 
Hill, It will open to the public next 
month, 

The building, whose compietion 
was held up two years when a con- 
tractor went bankrupt, is located 
between the new Jewish nelghbour- 
hoods of northern Jerusalem and the 
Arab neighbourhoods of East Jeru- 
salem. At the dedication ceremony, 
@ representative of the Ramat Esh- 
kol Neighbourhood Association, Mo- 
she Rubinstein, expressed the hope 
that the library would serve as a 
bridge between the two peoples, ‘Tt 
was the Koran which first called 


the Jews the People of the Book,” 
he noted. 

‘The library is named after Joseph 
Meyerhoff of Baltimore who con- 
tributed the bulk of the IL4m., cost. 
Mayor Teddy Kollek called it “one 
of the most beautiful buildings in 
the city.” 

Designed by Tel Aviv architect 
Adam Eyal, the buiding consists of 
three stories, each for different age 
groups. On the bottom level, for 
young children, α thick rug has been 
provided for youngsters who prefer 
to read lying down. There is 8150 a 
room for story-telling and a minia- 
ture outdoor “amphitheatre.” The 
main floor is for adults and the up- 
per for highschool youth, expected 
mainly to come from the adjacent 
Rene Cassin School. 


There is a corner for periodicals 
and a small lecture hall. Some 35,000 
books are available, many in fo- 
reign languages. The building is 
sheathed in white limestone from 
Rosh Hanikra with encrusted shells, 

Also participating in yesterday's 
ceremony waa Finance Minister Ye- 
hoshua Rabinowitz, who linked the 
library opening with the current 
Kissinger talks. “In these days when 
we are witnessing a possible de- 
crease in tension in the region,” he 
said, ‘we aspire to the moment when 
more and more of our resources will 
be allocated to cultural and educa- 
tional development.” 

The Ubrary is the 13th to be 
opened in the city, all in the last 
decade. There are also three mobile 
libraries.

Herod’s Jericho 
hippodrome found 


JERICHO, — Excavations south of 
the ancient tel (city-mound) here 
have revealed the remains of a hip- 
podrome built by the Judean King 
Herod, according to the latest issue 
of “Hadashot Ha'archeologia.” 

The report in the journal, put out 
by the Antiquities Department, says 
the race-course measures 30 by 320 
metres and matches a description 
given by the historian Josephus. It 
adds that remains of aqueducts go- 
ing back to Second Temple times 
have been found which indicate that 
it wag the Hasmonean (Maccabean) 
kings who laid the groundwork for 
the extensive irrigation system in 
the Jericho oasis.

Former French Prime Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville, who 
heads the foreign affairs committee 
in the Assembly, had informed Mr. 
Friedrich that he would openly op- 
pose any move to oust Israel from 
the United Nations. 

Mr. Friedrich also criticised the 
official information distributed by 
the Zlonist Organization in France. 
He said the organization had com- 
pared the Jewish settlement in the 
Golan to Dutch colonization of 
South Africa, for instance, “And 
when Dr. Nahum Goldmann declares 
in ‘Le Monde’ that Israel should give 
up ali territories, we are lable to be 
told by French ministers of state 
whom we approach that they do not 
feel obliged to be more papist than 
the Pope.” 

Mr. Friedrich suggested that a 
symposium of world Jews should 
be held soon to consider what Jew- 
ish communities could do for the

French Alps 
toll : 70 
this season

‘PARIS. — This has been the most 


disastrous season ever on the French 
Alps, where 70 mountaineers have 
been killed and 95 injured. 

The aid centre at Chamonix, 
giving these figures Tuesday, said 
that they were an increase of 70 
per cent over last year. One expla- 
nation by a spokesman at the cen- 
tre was that there were too many 
“Sunday hikers” to climb 
Mont Bianc, the biggest death trap 
this season. 

Lieutenant Pierre Pellin explained: 
“When we realize that there are 
major. mistakes in climbing and 
faults in equipment we are surprised 
there are not more deaths.” 

He said that each day this season 
300 mountaineers chose to scale the 
4,807-metre Gouter Needle when in 
fact this particular route could only 
take a maximum of 150 climbers. 
On Aug. 14 guides had to turn back 
3,000 would-be Alpinists at this spot. 

Guides claim that modern equip- 
ment is superb “if the climber knows 
how to use it.” Some Alpinists were 
competent at climbing, -but started 
to panic the moment they had to 
descend. Some guides have discover- 
ed Japanese tourists starting to 
tlimb Mont Blanc wearing tennis 
shoes, 

Last Sunday Chamonix police 
rescuers brought down three more 
bodies, bringing the total to 25 this 
month alone. It was their 105th 
rescue operation since July 1. 


== Warsaw Pact potential 


exceeds that of Nato

LONDON. -—- The Warsaw Pact mi- 
litary potential is superior to that 
of the NATO forces, reports the 
the British Defence Ministry in a 

recent publication. 


- ‘The pamphiet, entitled “Our Con- 
tribution to the Price of Peace,” 
shows thet Warsaw Pact forces in 
Central Europe can be reinforced 
to a much greater extent than those 
of NATO. It shows that the War- 
saw Pact has superiority of 2.6 to 
one in tanks over NATO, 2.3 to one 
im tactical aircraft, 21 to one in 
field guns and 1.3 to one In soldiers 
in fighting units. 

In the Eastern Atlantic, Russia’s 
Northern Fleet hes ea numerical 
superiority over NATO navies — 
1.7 to one in surface ships, 1.6 to 
one in submarines and 1.5 to one in 
combat aircraft. 

While the Warsaw Pact military 
potential increases numerically and 
quantitatively, the British response 
has been to cut its spending. The 
British Government reduced defence 
spending from 17 per cent in 1960- 
61. to 10 per cent in 1974/5. The 
Government has cut defence spend- 
ing and increased expenditure on 
social welfare, health and education, 
the pamphlet shows. The Govern- 
ments is cutting out plauned de. 
fence spending by £680m. (more 
than IL9b.) by the end of 1976, by 


£2,000m. by 1980 and by $5,000m. 
py the end of 1954. 

‘The British Defence Ministry ex- 
plains that these reductions will re- 
sult in the loss of half the amphi- 
bious ships of the Royal Navy, 14 
per cent of its warships and a third 
of other vessels. Army spending on 
new equipment will be cut by 30 
per cent.

Cons ervative critics believe that

The critics have had their ar- 
guments underpinned by recent re- 
ports that the Russians are speeding 
up production of misaile submarines, 
which are nuclear powered and 
known in NATO as “Charlie” class. 
They are said to be building two a 
month and already last year there 
were 11 in service. These Russian 
nuclear submarines carry eight mis- 
giles, each with the range of thirty 
miles. 


Soviet Navy larger 
than Russia needs 


LONDON (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Navy has expanded beyond the 
legitimate requirements of national 
defence, the latest volume of 
“Jane's Fighting Ships” said yes- 
terday. 

The annual review of world 
navies, published in London for 78 
years, says the ever-growng Soviet 
Navy has no logical merchant- 
defence role. The book's editor, 
Captain Jobn Moore, concludes in 
a foreword that the Soviet build-up 
must be aimed at “the upper 
bracket of political pressure — as a 
threat to mercantile shipping lines,” 

Be declares: “Until the adherents 
of unilateral disarmament can per- 
suade the Soviet that they should 
reduce their massive armaments to 
the level of necessity the Nato na. 
tions must abide by the lesson of 
history — unnecessarily large forces 
are intended for aggressive action.” 

He notes that the biggest mer- 
chant ship fleets belong in order 


of size to Japan, Britain, Norway, 
Greece, the United States and Rus- 
sia. Russia alone need aot depend 
on imports of raw materials and 
the sea is not essential for its 
survival. 

Yet Russia hes 115 destroyers 
and frigates against America’s 170 
and Britain's 67, he says. Russia 
also has a growing fleet of nuclear 
and conventional submarines, he 
adds, asking: ‘‘Are these intended 
as protectors of the Soviet mer- 
chant fleet which would not be re- 
quired in the event of hostilities? 
If so they are extremely expensive 
veaselg for the job.” 

If the Russian force is for use 
against Western nuclear ballistic 
missile submarines, the numbers 
must be a classic cage of overkill, 
says Captain Moore. The numbers 
far exceed those needed to hunt 
missile submarines and aircraft 
carriers with nuclear strike capab- 
ility.

Strict confidence assured 
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US. tries to unify its 
schizophrenic oil diplomacy

WASHINGTON. — 


U.S. SECRETARY OF STATE 
Henry Kissinger plans to ex- 
ecute, over the next few months, 
a far-reaching diplomatic shuf- 
fle with heavy policy overtones. 
The plan calls for new am- 
bassadors in Saudi Arabia and 
Canada, and changes at the top 
of the State Department's main 
economic offices in Washington 
and in Brussels. 

The purpose of the shuffle is to 
unify what has hitherto been a 
schizophrenic American ap- 
proach to an increasingly urgent 
problem. That is the problem of 
dealing with the oil exporting 
countries and their allies 
throughout the under-developed 
world, 

The starting point for the 
diplomatic shuffle is Saudi 
Arabia, the biggest oil exporter 
in the world by far and the domi- 
nant country in the cartel of oil- 
exporting countries known as 
OPEC. James Akins, a leading 
State Department Arabist and 
oil expert, is being pushed out as 
Ambassador after only two 
years in Jedda. 

William Porter, another 
Arabist and a senior foreign ser- 
vice officer known for his rare 
capacity to be firm with friends, 
will move from his present post 
in Ottawa to take the Embassy 
in Saudi Arabia. 

The embassy In Canada is due 
to-be taken by Thomas Enders, 
currently Assistant Secretary 
for Economic Affairs, who has 
up to now been a prime mover in 
designing American policy for 
dealing with OPEC. The new 
Assistant Secretary for 
Economic Affairs will be Joseph 
Greenwald, presently Am- 
bassador to the European 
Economic Community, in 


Brussels. His post will be filled 
by Deane Hinton, former U.S. 
Ambassador to Zaire, who is 
now serving as an aide to the 
Under-Secretary for Economic 
Affairs, Charles Robinson. 


BEHIND THESE MOVES is a 
growing realization that the 
United States does not have a 
coherent policy for dealing with 
the oil-exporting countries. On 
the contrary, America — and the 
Secretary of State himself — has 
had two policies which are now 
coming more and more into con- 
flict. 

One policy has emphasized liv- 
ing with oll price increases the 
better to promote ‘Arab modera- 
tion in negotiations for a Middle 
East settlement with Israel. Am- 
bassador Akins has been a 
leading proponent of that ap- 
proach. He has argued that 
Washington could depend on' 
Saudi Arabia to achieve both a 
Middle East settlement and 
moderation in ofl pricing. 


But the Saudis have in- 
creasingly identified themselves 
with their partners in OPEC. 
They have allowed the cartel to 
drive oll prices higher and 
higher. With an Egyptian-Israeli 
understanding reportedly vir- 
tually in the bag, the United 
States can now afford to stop 
nursing the Saudis. 


THE’ OTHER POLICY 
emphasized organizing the oil 
consumers for joint action 
against the oil producers. Assis- 
tant Secretary Enders has been 
the leading proponent of that ap- 
proach, sometimes over the ob- 
jections of his nominal superior, 
Under-Secretary Robinson. The 
creation of the International 
Energy Agency, linking the 


United States and its European 
allies together with Canada and 
Japan in a kind of counter- 
cartel, is primarily Enders's 
achievement. 

But the counter-cartel] excited 
the suspicion of the oil exporters. 
They have tightened their own 
ranks and aligned themselves 
with the so-called ‘third world’ 
of underdeveloped countries. 
They now insist that oil prices be 
dealt with at a tripartite meeting 
of producers, consumers and un- 
derdeveloped countries which 
could consider the levels of 
foreign aid as well as the prices 
of all other commodities. 

What is now emerging is a fu- 
sion of the two policies, which 
Under-Secretary Robinson has 
been urging on Dr. Kissinger. 
The new idea is to accept the 
concept of across-the-board 
dialogue between the industrial 
world and the underdeveloped 
world. Having finally accepted 
the dialogue, Dr. Kissinger 
wants to go forward unshadowed 
by the fights of the past. 


THUS Ambassador Akins, a soft- 
liner toward the oi] producers, 
will be replaced by a diplomat 
known for his firmness. Mr. 
Enders, a hard-liner, will give 
way to diplomats far more par- 
tial to Under-Secretary Robin- 
son and the dialogue approach. 
My own judgment is that the 
United States has lived too long 
with a schizophrenic oil 
diplomacy. The dialogue cannot 
come too soon and the quicker 
the projected personnel changes 
are made the better. For Dr. 
Kissinger has not only to pull his 
own department together 
around a new oil diplomacy. He 
also has to sell the idea to the 
rest of the Ford Administration.

Is ‘money illusion’ the 


cause of stagflation ? 


TODAY'S WORLD is suffering from 
the stagflation curse. Almost 
everywhere industrial nations 
witness the occurrence of severe in- 
flation and stagnating or even declin- 
ing production at the same time. But 
no one has thus far given a satisfac- 
tory explanation for the strange 
phenomenon of stagflation, or as it is 
sometimes called, if particularly 
severe, slumpfiation. A name has 
been coined, a label attached, that's

on. 

While once again analysing the 
famous Phillips curve, the 
economists of the New York-based 
First National City Bank recently 
offered a kind of solution to the 
stagflation riddle. They have named 
their discovery the ‘‘money il- 
lusion."" 

British economist A.W. Phillips 
drew a curve combining points 
which were construed by plotting un- 
employment rates and inflation 
rates for a given country In the same 
year on the horizontal and the ver- 
tical side of a graph. High inflation 
rates usually went together with low 
unemployment rates. In years when 
price-rises slowed down ap- 
preciably, unemployment was as 8 
rule on the e. The resuiting 
crescent-shaped line was christened 
Phillips curve after its discoverer. 

For a while the phenomenon 
depicted by the curve was just 
accepted as a fact of economic life. 
However, in the late ‘sixties and the 
early 'seventies the Phillipa curve ex- 
ploded. Inflation soared skyward in — 
1978, yet the unemployment rate fail- 
ed to decline. In 1974, the two ends of 
the unemployment-inflation seesaw 
suddenly rose together, contradicting 
all earlier experience. 

The City Bank economists, study- 
ing the matter, drew up two different 
Phillips curves, one for the twelve 
years from 1058 up to 1969 and a se- 
cond for the five-year-perlod 1970- 
1975. 

For the U.S. and Britain, they 
found two comparable curves that 
fitted the figures. Both had the ex- 
pected crescent shape, but at entire- 
ly different levels. Tn the ‘seventies 
unemployment was 88 a rule much 
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higher than in the ‘sixties. Still the 
rate of Inflation influenced un- 
employment in about the same way 
ag it had done in an earlier period. 
But apparently, a much higher dose 
of inflation wags needed to fight un- 
employment successfully. The City 
Bank people believe that this in turn 
is due to the phenomenon they call 
the “‘money illusion." 


They state that in the years after 


the discovery of the Phillips curve it, | 


played an important role in injecting 
money into the economy to fight un- 
employment. An inflation rate of 3-5 
per cent seemed to many U.S. 
economists — and even more so to 
the politiclana — a bearable price to 
pay for cutting the jobless rate to the 
minimum. As a result policies were 
adopted that accelerated money 
supply and money growth. 


The City Bank economists main- 
tain, however, that the initially mild 
inflation induced money illusion. 
People did not distinguish a real in- 
crease in their money income from a 
paper increase due to inflation. 
‘Those people in turn spent more on 
goods, pushing up rea! output and 
employment along with prices. 
Manufacturers then mistook the 
temporary extra demand for perma- 
nent increases. They took on more 
workers, causing a fall in the un- 
employment rate. This rate remain- 
ed artificially low, the City Bank 
people hold, 80 long as the money il- 
lusion persisted. 


When people realized however, 
that much of the increase in their in- 
come was only a paper increase, 
they curtailed their spending. 
Unemployment again began to rise 
to its former levels. ᾿ 

Thus it is a sad fact of life that 
money illusion created by injections 
of inflation does not last forever. As 
the effect of one dose wears off, 
another is required. Gradually, 
stronger doses are required in order 
to achieve the same effect. This is 
what happened in the early 'seven- 
ties. It is therefore futile to fight un- 
employment by adopting overexpan- 
sive inflationary policies, the City 
Bank economists state.

Alarming 
picture of 
U.K. economy

LONDON. — The British economy is 

in decline, according to statistical 
reports issued by the government 
recently. 


The alarming picture of the 
economy could not come at a worse 
time. The “Evening Standard" opi- 
nion poll shows the Conservatives 
leading Labour by. 14 per cent; 
although Premier Harold Wilson is 
revealed aa being far more personal- 
ly popular than his government with 
the public. 


Industrial output has declined to 
1970 levels, output in factories during 
April-June was four per cent lower 
than during January-March. 
Manufactured food prices have 
doubled since 1970 and wholesale 
prices of other industrial products 


have gone up by almost 97-per cent. © 


The constant fall in the pound 
sterling means more expensive im- 
ports and a bigger bill for ofl. Retail 
sales dropped in the last quarter by 
2.5 per cent, while car sales (a prime 
index of economic activity) were in 
July the worst since 1959. Britain's 
economic decline is highlighted by 
the sad plight of the car and motor- 
cycle industry. The country is flood- 
ed with foreign cars, and the famous 
Villiers Triumph motorcycle fac- 
tories are going bankrupt as 
Triumphs are replaced by Hondas on 
the roads in Britain and elsewhere. 
Their workers are now swelling the 
ranks of the unemployed, soon ex- 
pected to reach one and a haif 
million jobless.
